service. 
Its 
am­ 
bassadors and min­ 
isters 
hold 
their 
office only for the 
term of the 
ad­ 
ministration at W ashington to which 
hey are indebted for their appoint­ 
ment, and then step aside to make way 
‘or others who are as new to the duties 
md to the 
responsibilities 
of their 
mission as their predecessors at 
the 
.line of their nomination. Just at the 
^resent moment the resignation of all 
hose who have held office abroad un- 
ler President Cleveland are 
being 
>n file at the state department, while 
President McKinley is busily engaged 
n the task of selecting their success­ 
es, and as usual the question—which 
las become a regular feature of each 
*hange of adm inistration—has been re­ 
vived as to whether It would not 
be 
more advantageous 
for 
the 
United 
States to organize a diplomatic service 
similar to that of foreign nations, and 
:o appoint men trained in the profes- 
don to the offices of ambassadors and 
it ministers, instead of adhering to the 
present practice of nominating those 
levoid of diplomatic experience. 
Fifteen years spent in the foreign 
service of a European power, during 
the course of which I have enjoyed a 
considerable amount of intercourse 
with the diplomatic representatives of 
the United States in various portions of 
the globe, qjay serve as an excuse for 
9fferlng in print a personal opinion to 
the effect that the interest 
of 
this 
'ountry abroad, far from being in any 
way injuriously affected by the 
ali­ 
ner ce of trained men at the head of 
the missions, are, on the contrary, 
benefited thereby. 
And these views 
ire shared by most of the foreign offi­ 
cial*, statesmen, politicians anil eourt 
jignitaries with whom I have had oc­ 
casion to discuss the matter. They hold 
that this great commonwealth is far 
more appropriately and efficiently rep­ 
resented In the Old World by men of 
sufficient eminence at home to lead to 
their selection from among the candi­ 
dates for the post by the president and 
the senate of their native land than by 
trained diplomats who would owe the 
office to seniority and promotion, the 
major part .of their lives having nec­ 
essarily been spent out of 
America. 
The distance between this country and 
Europe Is so great that even the most 
patriotic citizen of the United States 
gets out of touch with American ideas 
after having lived for a few years 
abroad. 
He becomes susceptible to 
local Influence, and, losing the broad 
Amarican manner of looking at things, 
gradually grows to view them as Eu­ 
ropeans do. 
This is apparent in the correspond- 
?nce of almost every American Jour­ 
nalist who goes abroad to represent 
his paper, and it Is only by frequent 
trips home that even the most bril­ 
liant of them can manage to suppress 
the tendency to be unduly influenced 
by the character of their surroundings 
md by the atmosphere in which they 
live. 
If this is the case with news­ 
paper men, it naturally follows that an 
American diplomat, who is daily and 
hourly brought into contact with those 
foreign bureaucrats and officials 
to 
whom etiquette and 
conventionality 
are a gospel and the concealment of 
thought, as well as of sentiment, a 
creed, will sooner lose 
his American 
breadth of view and freshness of mind 
than the American newspaper corre­ 
spondent.

The influ- 
snce of Florence has left its traces, 
not only upon art and literature, but 
upon commerce and public charity and 
taxation. 
If there were in the city at 
this period no great soldiers end no 
great judges, there 
were, 
at least, 
more trained statesmen, and skilled 
financiers, more 
artists and men of 
letters, than In contemporary Franee 
ar England, or perhaps in both com­ 
bined.

Rbon after his arrival 
In Missouri 
Daniel Boone 1 enounced his allegiance 
to the government of the United States 
and became a Spanish subject. 
On 
lune ll, 1800, Delassus appointed him 
3 jmmandant. or syndic, of the Femme 
Osage district-, a position which he ac­ 
cepted. 
The office was both civil and 
military. In tim? of peace he acted as 
an adjudicator or judge over tin* peo­ 
ple in his district and in time of war 
he was their commander. 
The matters on which he had to pass 
judgment were such as required hon* 
?sty and practical common sense rath­ 
er than a knowledge of law. 
He was 
fearless and upright in his decisions. 
On one occasion a desperado who had 
been terrorizing the 
people 
of

Femme Osage district was publicly rep­ 
rimanded by Boone. 
The man, who 
prided himself on his power to over­ 
awe the people, cried out: 
"If you were not an old man I should 
not take that from you. ’ 
“You are a great onward,” responded 
Boone, shaking his clinched fist dose 
to the man’s face; "lf you want to get 
revenge on me for what I have said 
don’t let my gray hairs stand iii the 
way. Old as I am, I am young enough 
to whip you." 
Quite crestfallen, th** 
fellow slunk away anti was never again 
heard to say anything against the old 
pioneer.

PROFESSOR WILLIAM LIBBY, JB. 
adopt kites. Rising out of the alkali 
plain of New Mexico, near Albuquerque, 
is the Acoma mesa, a tableland of sand- 
itone with straight, precipitous sides 
700 feet high. Never within the records 
of history has this precipice been scaled, 
and what is on its fiat top has been for 
ages an unsolved mystery. Scientists 
have guessed that it was once the home 
of some of the cliff dwellers. If this be 
so, an exploration of its summit would 
be of vast interest to archnologists and 
students of anthropology. 
It is for the purpose of reaching the 
top of this rock of mystery that Profe 
or Libby is to use kites. He has organ­ 
ized an expedition consisting of six stu­ 
dents of science. They will camp in the 
desert at the foot of this sphinxlike cliff 
until they are either successful in 
reaching the top or else convinced that 
the asoent is impossible. At one point 
the tableland Is only a few yards wide, 
aud it is Professor Libby’s intention to 
fly a kite or a number of kites over the 
rock. To the kites he will attach a 
rope, and if he can land it on the other 
side the rest will be easy. A stout cable 
will be hauled over and then it will not 
be difficult for the explorers to haul 
themselves to tho top by means of tackle. 
The kites to be used have been fur­ 
nished by Mr. Eddy, the Bayonne (N. J.) 
kite expert. These kites are the tailless 
kind which have a tremendous pulling 
power, and if winds of sufficient force 
can be £ound they will easily carry a 
rope as high as desired. 
The explorers would not take all this 
trouble to reach the top of the cliff were 
they not almost certain that valuable 
discoveries await them. Articles of pot­ 
tery have fallen from the top of the 
mesa and there are other signs which 
indicate that its summit was onoe lh# 
site of an ancient city. - 
A ccording to the result of m any 
measurements made at the Anthro­ 
pological laboratory in London, the 
right arm in human beings is in a 
majority of oases longer than the 
left arm, while, on the contrary, the 
left leg is longer than the right leg. 
Sometimes, however, the relative 
proportions aro exactly reversed.

launched sad will present even a more 
grotesque appearance than did the Ba­ 
sin steamer. It will consist of three gi­ 
gantic steel cylinders. The outer one 
will be 110 feet in length by 20 feet in 
diameter. Within this will be another 
Cylinder of the same length, but of on­ 
ly IS feet diameter. These two cylin­ 
ders are to be strongly braced together. 
On the outer surface of the oater cylin­ 
der w ill be fastened buckets, so that tho 
whole will form a gigantic paddle- 
wheel. 
The third cylinder will be placed in­ 
side the second. It will be several feet 
longer, but only a few inches smaller 
in diameter than the middle cylinder. 
Between the second and third cylinders 
will be ball bearings, b o that while the 
two outer ones will revolve at a high 
rate of speed till) inner one will remain 
stationary. On this center cylinder will 
be placed the engines and the structure 
for the accommodation of passengers. 
The power from the engines will be 
communicated to the outer cylinders by 
means of friction. 
Mr. Knapp searched a long time be­ 
fore he could interest any capitalist in 
bis idea, but finally Mr. George Good­ 
win, a wealthy government contractor, 
looked at his plans with favor and fur­ 
nished f 10,000 to construct an experi­ 
mental boat. The roller craft will draw 
but a foot and a half of water, but it 
is expected to develop a speed which 
will enable it to cross the Atlantic in 
48 hours. If it is a success, a monster 
roller steamer 750 feet long und 150 
feet in diameter will be built for ocean 
traffic.

As a general rule tho touring cyolist 
is rather u sensible sort of chap, who 
never makes a nuisance of himself and 
leaves an agreeable impression with the 
people whom he meets.

the other kind. 
Ouo of these is the 
traveling interrogation point. 
Now, the asking of questions con­ 
cerning directions is all right under 
certain conditions. In traveling through 
a strange section of the country where 
guideboards are few it is often abso­ 
lutely necessary. Then, too, the answer­ 
ing of them is but u common courtesy 
which every citizen is generally glad to 
sixrw to the stranger ut bis door. 
But there are questioners and ques­ 
tioners. 
This Is the wuy it is done by 
the other one—-that objectionable chap, 
you know. 
He comes scorching along 
the road at a 18 mile an hour clip, and 
as he passes dignified Mr. Brown he 
shouts out: 
**Hey, you! Is this the way to Blg- 
towu?" 
Now, Bigtowu is some 80 miles dis­ 
tant, aud tiie road which tho eycliHt is 
taking might be the proper one if tho 
right turnings were made, but there are 
several chances tbat he might choose a 
route which would take him far away 
from Bigtown. Mr. Brown really has a 
very good idea of the route which the 
cyclist should follow’ and would prob­ 
ably be willing to stop and explain tho 
details to him, but what can he do 
with the rider rapidly speeding away 
aud craning bis neck back for a reply?

country abroad, far from being in any 
way injuriously affected by the

ser ce of trained men at the head of 
the 
missions, are, on the contrary, 
benefited thereby. 
And these views 
ire shared by most of the foreign ofll- 
•ialfl, statesmen, politicians and court 
lignitaries with whom I have had oc­ 
casion to discuss the matter. They hold 
that this great com m onwealth is far 
more appropriately and efficiently rep­ 
resented In the Old World by men of 
sufficient em inence at home to lead to 
heir selection from am ong th** candi­ 
dates for the post by the president and 
the senate of their native land than by 
trained diplomats who would ow’** the 
irfiee to seniority and promotion, the 
major part of their lives having nec­ 
essarily been spent out of 
America. 
The distance between this e juntry and 
Europe is so great that even the most 
patriotic citizen of the United States 
gets out of touch with American ideas 
after having lived for a few years 
ibroad. 
He becomes susceptible to 
local influence, and, losing the broad 
American manner of looking at things, 
gradually grows to view’ them as E u­ 
ropeans do. 
This is apparent in the correspond­ 
ence of almost every American jour­ 
nalist who goes abroad to represent 
his paper, and it is only by frequent 
trips home that even the most bril­ 
liant of them can manage to suppress 
'he tendency to be unduly influenced 
by the character of their surroundings 
md by the atm osphere in which they 
live. 
If this is the ease with n ew s­ 
paper men, it naturally follows that an 
American diplomat, who is daily and 
hourly brought into contact with those 
foreign bureaucrats and officials 
to 
whom etiquette and 
conventionality 
are a gospel and the concealm ent of 
thought, as well as of sentim ent, a 
creed, will sooner lose 
his American 
breadth of view and freshness of mind 
than the American newspaper corre­ 
spondent.

F. A. KNAPP, 
launched and w ill present eveu n more 
grotesque appearance than did tho Bu­ 
zin steamer. It w ill consist of three gi- 
gantio steel cylinders. 
The outer one 
w ill be 110 feet in length by 20 feet in 
diameter. 
W ithin this w ill be another 
cylinder of the same length, but of on­ 
ly 12 feet diameter. 
These two cylin­ 
ders are to be strongly braced together. 
On the outer surface of the outer cylin­ 
der will be fasten* d buckets, so that the 
whole w ill form a gigantic puddla- 
wheel. 
The third cylinder w ill be placed in­ 
side the second. 
It w ill be several feet 
longer, but only a few inches smaller 
in diameter than the middle cylinder. 
Between the second and third cylinders 
w ill b e ball bearings, ho that while the 
two out< r om s w ill revolve ut a high 
rate of speed tliV inner one will remain 
stationary. On this center cylinder w ill 
be placed the engines and the structure 
for tho accommodation of passengers. 
Tho power from the engines w ill be 
communicated to the outer cylinders by 
means of friction. 
Mr. Knapp searched a long time lye- 
fore ho could interest any capitalist in 
his idea, but finally Mr. George Good­ 
win, a wealthy government contractor, 
looked at his plans with favor and fur­ 
nished $10,uou to construct an experi­ 
mental boat. The roller craft w ill draw 
but a foot and a h..lf df w a te r , but it 
is expected to develop a speed which 
w ill enable it to cross the A tlantic in 
48 hours. 
If it is a success, a monster 
roller steauc r 7.j0 feet long and luO 
feet in diam eter will be built for ocean 
traffic.

PROFESSOR WILLIAM LIDBY, JR. 
adopt kites. 
Rising out of tho alkali 
plain of New Mexico, near Albuquerque, 
is the Acoinu mesa, a tableland of sand­ 
stone w ith straight, precipitous sides 
700 feet high. Never w ithin the records 
of history has this precipice been scaled, 
and w hat is on its flat top has been for 
ages an unsolved mystery. 
Scientists 
havo guessed that it was once the home 
of some of the cliff dwellers. If this bo 
so, on exploration of Its sum m it would 
be of vast interest to urchaxdogists und 
students of anthropology. 
It is for the purpose of reaching tho 
top of this rock of mystery that Profess­ 
or Libby is to use kites. 
He has organ­ 
ized an expedition consisting of six stu­ 
dents of science. They w ill camp in tho 
desert at the foot of this sphinxlike cliff 
until they are either 
successful 
iu 
reaching the top or elso convinced that 
the ascent is impossible. 
At one point 
the tableland is only a few yards wide, 
and it is Professor Libby’s intention to 
fly a kite or a number of kites over the 
rook. 
To the kites ho w ill attach a 
rope, and if he can land it on the other 
side the rest w ill be easy. A stout cable 
will be hauled over and then it w ill not 
bo difficult for the explorers to haul 
themselves to tho top by means of tacklo. 
The kites to be used have been fur­ 
nished by Mr Eddy, the Bayonne (N. J . ) 
kite ( Xpert. These kites are the tailless 
kind which havo a tremendous pulling 
power, and if winds of sufficient force 
can be {pund they will easily carry a 
rope us high as desired. 
The explorers would not take ull this 
trouble to reach the top of the cliff were 
they not almost certain that vuluable 
discoveries aw ait them. Articles of pot­ 
tery have fallen from the top of the 
mesa and there are other signs which 
indicate that its sum m it was ouce th« 
site of an undent city.
